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Welcome to Penang 


The history of modern Penang can be traced back to 
1786 when Sir Francis Light persuaded the Sultan of 
Kedah to cede 'Pulau Pinang’ (Betel Nut Island) to the 
British East India Company. Originally named the Prince 
of Wales Island, the settlement that soon grew was 
named Georgetown after King George III. In 1800, the 
Sultan of Kedah further ceded a strip of land on the 
mainland across the channel. 

In 1832, Penang formed part of the Straits Settlement 
with Malacca and Singapore. For more than a hundred 
years, it remained under British Colonial Rule until 
1957 when it gained independence and became part of 
the Federation of Malaya. 
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Penang - Pearl of the Orient 
The Pearl of the Orient comprises of the island of Penang 
(285 sq km), which lies off the northwestern coast of 
Peninsular Malaysia, and Seberang Perai (760 sq km) on 
the mainland. They are linked by the Penang Bridge and 
a cross-channel ferry service. Its multiracial population 
of 1.4 million represents a harmonious cultural 
potpourri of Malays, Chinese, Indians and other races, 
The bustling city of Georgetown is the seat of 
administration and the commercial hub of the state. It 
combines the best of the East and West, as seen in its fine 
heritage buildings, each bearing the stamp of foreign 
influences in its colourful history. Much of its charm is also 
found in its famous golden beaches and calm warm seas. 
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Trace Penang's colourful history and experience the

Acheen Street Malay Mosque 


In 1820, Syed Sheriff Tengku 
Syed Hussain Aidid donated a 
piece of land on which was 
built the Acheen Street Malay 
Mosque, which is also known 
as Masjid Melayu. An 
interesting feature here is a 
small window halfway up the 
minaret. It is said to have 


originally been a hole made by 


a cannonball fired during the 
1867 triad riots.”

Cheong Fatt Tze Mansion 
A stately Chinese dwelling with 
18th and 19th century Chinese 
architecture, the interior 
features beautiful bedrooms, 
libraries, ceremonial halls, 
courtyards and gardens. In 
the year 2000, it won the 
'Most Excellent Project’ for 
the UNESCO Asia-Pacific 
Heritage Awards for Culture 
Heritage Conservation. 
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This indigo-blue mansion 
houses a rare porcelain 
collection, sculptures, carvings, 
tapestries, embroideries and 
antiques. Across the road are 
five blue shophouses which were 
formerly quarters of the servants 
attached to the mansion.

Chinatown 


Stretching from Weld Quay to 
Lebuh Stewart, Lebuh Campbell 
to Lebuh King, Chinatown is 
large, well-preserved and 
provides a fascinating insight 
into the lifestyle of Chinese 
immigrant settlers who came 
here in the 1800s. 

Visitors will be intrigued by 
the many clan houses, 
shophouses and temples 
found along these streets. 
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Dharmikarama Burmese 
Temple 
A pair of elephants guards the 


entrance to this Burmese temple. 


Within the pagoda grounds 
are a Bodhi tree and wishing 
pond. It is the venue of many 
celebrations held during the 
water festival in April.

Fort Cornwallis 

The fort was built on the 
site of Sir Francis Light's 
historic landing in 1786. 
Originally a wooden 
stockade, it was replaced by 

a concrete structure built 

by convicts in 1804. Today, 
an open-air amphitheatre, a 
history gallery, café as well 

as a handicraft and souvenir 
centre occupies the interior. It 
also houses the famous Dutch 
cannon or meriam seri rambai 
presented to the Sultan of 
Johor by the Dutch which was 
brought to Penang after being 
looted by the Portuguese.

City Hall 

The City Hall is another fine 
example of a well-preserved 
building from the heyday of 
the British Empire. A short 
stroll from this building is 
an art gallery, Galeri Pinang, 
which is located in Dewan Sri 
Pinang. It contains fine prints 
of Penang in the early days.

Goddess of Mercy Temple 
One of the oldest Chinese 
temples in Penang, the temple 
was built in 1800 by early 
immigrant settlers from China. 
The building, also known as 
Kuan Yin Teng, is decorated 
with intricately crafted dragons 
and sculptured stone lions said 
to be its guardians. 

Devotees flock to the temple 
all year round especially during 
its anniversary celebrations.

Khoo Kongsi 

It is by far the grandest clan 
temple on the island. The 
forefathers of the Khoo 
family, who emigrated from 
South China, built it as a clan 
house for members of the 
Khoo family, The building 
was so magnificent that upon 
its completion in 1898, the 
roof caught fire, some believe, 
due to its resemblance to the 
Emperor’s palace in China. 

It features a magnificent 
hall embellished with 
intricate carvings and richly 
ornamented beams of the finest 
wood bearing the mark of 
master craftsmen from China.

Little India 
With a history dating back 
over two centuries, Little 
India emanates old-world 
charm. Fringed by Market 
Street, King Street, Queen 
Street and Penang Street, 
this quaint Indian town 
boasts the 167 years old Sri 
Mahamariamman Temple, the 
island’s first Indian temple. 
Worth browsing here are 
the pre-war terrace buildings 
which house restaurants, 
jewellery and textile shops, 
dress retailers, music stores, 
barbers as well as shops selling 
spices, sundries and cutlery. 
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Pinang Peranakan Mansion 
Contained in this mansion 
are richly ornate artefacts 
related to the history and 
colourful lifestyle of the Baba 
Nyonya (Straits Chinese) 
people of Penang. 

There are elaborate 
traditional costumes and 
accessories, lovely porcelain 
pieces as well as furniture and 
works of art brought in from 
China and Europe, which 
were specially commissioned 
by the Baba and Nyonya 
families and handed down 
through the generations.

Snake Temple 

Built in 1850 and dedicated to 

the deity, Chor Soo Kong, the 

temple is located 3.2km from 

the Penang International 

Airport. It is a sanctuary for 

pit vipers said to be 'servants' 

of the deity. These venomous | 
snakes, seen coiled around 

the pillars, beams and potted 

plants within the temples 1 
are believed to be rendered 

harmless by the smoke of the 
burning incense.

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Sri Mariamman Temple 
Fascinating sculptures of god 
and goddesses greet visitors 
at this Hindu temple. With 
a history tracing back to 
1883, its interior is ornately 
decorated and houses the 
priceless statue of Lord 
Subramaniam, which is 
embellished with gold, silver, 
diamonds and emeralds. The 
statue figures prominently in 
the annual Thaipusam festival.

This historic church dates back 
to 1888 and is located in the 
town of Bukit Mertajam. The 
new church building, which 
combines Malay and Gothic 
architecture, was completed 
in year 2002. A place of 
pilgrimage, thousands of locals 
and foreigners flock to the 
church every July for the Feast 
of St. Anne. *

A unique Buddhist temple 
with Thai, Myanmarese and 
Chinese architecture, it 
houses a 33-metre gold-plated 
reclining Buddha said to 
be one of the longest in the 
world. The niches behind the 
statue house urns contain the 
ashes of devotees.

Visitors can also pore 
over maps, charts and 
memorabilia of the nation’s 
first Prime Minister, Tuanku 
Abdul Rahman.

Islamic Museum 

The museum is housed in 
the historic Syed Al-Attas 
Mansion which has been in 
existence since the 19th century 
and boasts European, Indian 
and Malay architectural 
elements. It highlights, among 
other things, the role and 
contributions of Malay leaders 
in the development and 
propagation of Islam in Penang.

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War Museum 
This 20-acre museum takes 
visitors on a journey to 
the past, during WWII, to 
observe the lifestyle of a 
typical British soldier and 
his Asian counterparts. Built 
around the remnants of an 
old British fort, it contains 
several installations above and 
below ground where old war 
relics are stored. 

Visitors can weave through 
a complex to view barracks, 
old cookhouses, lock-ups, 
tunnels and ventilation shafts. 
The War Museum is the first 
of its kind in the country and 
the largest in Southeast Asia.

The park 
features foot paths and flowing 
streams and is home to 
countless species of flowering 
plants, ferns, insects, birds, 
butterflies, snakes and lizards.

Penang Hill 
Malaysia's first hill station, 
Penang Hill is 830 metres 
(2730ft) above sea level. 
Visitors can ascend to the 
top by either hiking up or 
by travelling in the funicular 
train which has been 
operational since 1922. 
Apart from the cool, 
refreshing climate and 
fantastic view at the summit, 
visitors can also view a 
beautiful flower garden and 
bitd park. There are picturesque 


bungalows and a hotel as well. 


Refreshments and snacksare 
sold at a convenient tea kiosk 
located on top of the hill. 
There is a good four-hour 
walking trail up the hill which 
is recommended only for the 
more energetic. The jungle 
trail begins at the Moongate

Botanical Garden 

The Botanical Garden is an 
oasis of peace and tranquillity 
with lush green surroundings 
and vibrant the colours of 
Penang s tropical flora. The 
30-hectare garden also 
features a waterfall. 





Created in 1884 by the 
British, it was meant as a 
tribute to Charles Curtis, 
its first superintendent who 
collected botanical specimens 
from the surrounding hills 
which have since become 
significant samples in the 
world's major herbariums. 
The garden is also well known 
for their Rhesus monkeys.

Situated in Teluk Bahang, the 
garden is set within a hidden 
enclave amidst streams and 
waterfalls.

Paths like 
Ginger Walk, Fern Walk, 
Bamboo Garden, Water

Penang National Park 
The park offers some 
excellent trails through the 
rainforest and attractions 
at the park include Teluk 
Duyung, a broad bay 
protected by the Cape of 
Muka Head and Pantai 
Kerachut. 

Pantai Kerachut is popular 
as a picnic and camping site. 
It is also a site where the 
green turtles come to nest 
from April to August while 
the Olive Ridley turtles come 
between September and 
February. 
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The area contains a 
meromictic lake about one 
square kilometre in size, 
where fresh water from the 
island's stream meets sea 
water. During dry seasons and 
low tide, the lake is a mudflat 
and when the tide rises, sea 
water gradually fills the lake 
while fresh water remains on 
top of the denser sea water. 
Certain fish, birds and reptiles 
have adapted to living within 
this unusual environment. 

Visitors are required to 
register at the Wildlife Office 
in Teluk Bahang before 
entering the park which is 
reachable by a 30-minute boat 
ride or 90-minute trek from 
Teluk Bahang.

Penang Butterfly Farm 
The farm spans 0.8 hectares 
and is home to 3000 living 
specimens from over 
50 species of colourful 
butterflies, frogs, scorpions 
and other insects.

and artificial waterfalls. 


Also within the farm are a 
garden enclosure, breeding 
area, laboratory, exhibition 
area, souvenir shop and 
information centre.

Penang's northern shoreline 
is famous for its beautiful 
beaches. The beaches at 
Tanjung Bungah, Batu 
Ferringhi and Teluk Bahang 
offer expansive stretches of 
glittering sand interspersed 
with secluded coves. It is 
along this famous coastline 
that resorts of international 
standard have sprouted up, 
offering a host of water sports. 
If you crave for privacy, 
head for Teluk Duyung, 
Pantai Keracut and Pantai 
Mas. These beaches are 
accessible via the trails in the 


Pantai Acheh Forest Reserve 
from Teluk Bahang. The 








Pasir Panjang beach at the 
southwestern tip of the island 
is a good clean stretch for 
swimming and can be reached 
after a 25-minute hike over 
hilly terrain from Betong. 


Pulau Aman 
Pulau Aman or ‘island of 
peace’ is about 2.5 nautical 
miles from mainland, just 
off the southern coast of 
Seberang Perai. The nearest 
town is Bukit Tambun from 
which a 30-minute boat ride 
gets one to the island. Boats 
from Batu Maung and Batu 
Uban also take passengers on 
a 45-minute journey to the 
island. 

The 288-acre island is 
an idyllic fishing village 
populated by some 300 
people who mostly comprise 
elderly folk and children.

Peranakan or Nyonya 
cooking consists of an exotic 
blend of Chinese and Malay 
savoury cuisines. The style 
of cooking is quite elaborate 
involving a fine mixture of 
spices and herbs with onions, 
garlic and chillies. Nyonya 
cuisine includes mee siam, 
otak-otak, kerabu, enche kabin 
and curry kapitan. They are 
also famous for their delicious 
cakes and desserts. 
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Heading the list of Indian 


cuisine is nasi kandar, a dish 
of Indian Muslim origin. 
South Indian favourites 
include tosai and idiapom 
served with thick dhall curry. 
Northern Indian naan bread 
with chicken tandoori or 
chicken tikka are also worth 
trying. 

Malay food is typified by 
dishes such as sambal tumis, 
masak lemak and sambal 
belacan and is easily available. 
A traditional favourite with 
locals and foreigners alike is 
Satay.
